Determination Indicated 
as He Scouts New 
Naval Parley. 


TEN YEARS AT WHITE 
HOUSE LONG, HE SAYS 


Job of President Not Hard to 
Carry On, Press Told; 
Confident of Future. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON 
(Staff Correspondent of The Post.) 
Rapid City, S. Dak., Aug. 9.—Any 

doubt as to the meaning of President 
Coolidge’s now famous announcement, 
“I do not choose to run for President 
in 1928,” was dissipated in the minds 
of those who attended his press con- 
ference today. 

And in addition, O. H. P. Shelley, 
former Republican national committee- 
man of Wyoming, after a visit with the 
President, quoted him as having said: 
“This is not a one-man country. There 
are plenty of good men. . Ten years is 
a long time for any one man to be 
President.” 

Mr. Shelley called on the President in 
company with Frank Hazelbaker, Re- 
publican State chairman, and J. J. 
Gerondale,,a creamery man, and said 
he told Mr. Coolidge that Montana still 
hoped a way would be fourd by which 
he would be retained as President. 


Not Apprehensive of Future. 


The President would not amplify his 
Tuesday’s brief announcement at the 
press conference, but he did let it be 
known that he did not expect to be in 
office after March 4, 1929. And he let 
it be known that he had no. appre- 
hension about his own future. This 
was in answer to a. question. designed 
to get further.light on his announce- 
ment as to his plans after his retire- 
ment. In response, he made it known 
that he had never had to look for work 
in the past, that plenty of it had always 
seemed to come his way, and that he 
fully expected that this would be the 
case in the future. 

It was in the President’s demeanor 
and his attitude toward a published re- 
port that he planned to call another 
arms limitation conference in 1929 that 
all doubt concerning the word “choose” 
was dispelled. He treated the report as 
@ “rumor” and made it known that he 
did not Know of the slightest founda- 
tion for it. 

He will go out of office March 4, 1929, 
he made known, and it could hardly 
be expected that a conference could 
get together in the two months pre- 
ceding that time and be able to make 
a report before his successor came in. 


Free In Discussion. 


Seldom has the President been known 
to be in a better mood than he was 
today. It was as if a big load had been 
lifted from his shoulders and now he 
can enjoy life, especially his vacation, 
without political motives being ascribed 
to his every move. Seldom, too, has he 
been so free in his discussion of cur- 
rent questions with the newspapermen. 
He went into them in detail and with 
more caution than which has previously 
characterized his conferences. 

In the Hfting of the burden from his 
shoulders its believed by his intimates 
to Iie the real reason for his decision. 
And he said today that his plan was 
known only to himself until the brief 
few minutes before the announcement 
was made when it became necessary for 
Everrett Sanders, his secretary. and 
other White House attaches to be in- 
formed. 

He has always insisted that the bur- 
den of his office was not a hard one 
to carry. He has always sought quickly 
to dispel any thought that he was 
wearying under it or that it was af- 
fecting his health. 


President Continues Relaxed. 


Nevertheless, the pressure is an in-: 
sistent and heavy one, observers point 
out, and these observers are now of 
the belief that it is a real desire on 
the part of Mr. Coolidge to get away 
from it. The hare fact that he has 
taken himself out of the role of a can- 
didate has already wrought a change 
that is clearly noticeable. He has re- 
laxed and at Deadwood yesterday en- 
joyed himself as though he did not 
have a worry in the world. 

Mrs. Coolidge is entering the picture, 
too. Not that it is suggested that she 
was responsible for his action. She 
many and may not have had a lot to 
do with it. Only the President and she 
know. But she is believed to desire 
to get away finally from the cares which 
develop upon the first lady of the land. 
There are many things that Mrs. 
Coolidge would like to do which would 
be difficult in her present role. 

For one thing, it is believed, she 
would like to do a little r.ore traveling 
There is a strong belief that she would 
like very much to go to Florida this 
winter, for one thing, and she is said 
to have a trip around the world.in her. 
mind. But a President and his wife 
have to be reserved with their travels, 
and especially ‘when the same President 
is looked upon as a candidate for 
another term. ; .

Revival of Long-Standing Clash With Senator Seen as 


’ Possible Embarrassment 
California Next Year 


in. Candidacy—Peace in 
Held Benefit to Both. 


Possible renewal of a long-standing 
controversy between Secretary of Com- 
merce Herbert Hoover and Senator Hi- 
ram W. Johnson, California, furnishes 
one complication which may embarrass 
the Hoover presidential boom. 

Senator Johnson, who ip 1920 was 
one of the most active Republican 
presidential candidates, has been a per- 
sistent critic of Secretary Hoover, 
whose home also is in California. The 
two men have clashed repeatedly in na- 
tional affairs and on several occasions 
have: been identified with opposing 
camps in California election fights. 

Unless hé experiences a change of 
heart as a result of the withdrawal of 
President Coolidge, Senator Johnson 
will not again cast his lot amnog presi- 
dential candidates in 1928. He ex- 
pressed himself last winter as having 
been completely cured of the presiden- 
tial virus. His present term as sena- 
tor expires in 1929 and it is his inten- 
tion to.run for reelection next year. 

The presidential primaries in Call- 
fornia are to be held next year on May 
1 and the senatorial and State pri- 
maries on August 28. If Senator John- 


son in order to thwart Mr. Hoover's 
ambition to win the California delega- 
tion at the Republican national con- 
vention should choose to enter the 
field against him in the May primary, 
it would not prevent him from later 
seeking renomination as senator in the 
August primaries. 

However, the defeat of Senator John- 
son as the choice of his home State 
for the presidential nomination might 
injure his prestige to such an extent 
as to lead to his downfall in August. 
Also a bitter factional fight in the May 
primaries would tend to increase his 
difficulties in August. ° The Hoover 
forces are hoping that Senator Johnson 
with the effect on his own fortunes in 
mind will throw no obstacles in the 
way of the Hoover boom. It is assumed 
that if Senator Johnson is willing to 
forget his differences wit Hoover 
friends of the latter may make no ef- 
fort to defeat the senator for reelec- 
tion.

Chamberlin’s Mark Lowered 
by Pair, Who Stay Aloft 
52 Hours 23 Minutes. 


HOLD SEA FLIGHT EASY 


Dessau, Germany, Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
Voieing jubilant confidence that they 
will succeed in flying from Germany 
to New York, Cornelius Edzard and 
Johann Risticz landed this morning 
after an airplane flight which broke the 
world’s record for duration. 

Taking off at 5:50 o’clock Wednesday 
morning the German filers in their 
Junkers W-33 plane remained aloft un- 
til 10:13 o’clock this morning, flying 
52 hours 23 minutes and eight seconds, 
and breaking the former record of 51 
hours 11 minutes 25 seconds held by 
Clarence D. Chamberlin and Bert 
Acosta. 

The long flight left no doubts in the 
minds of the pilots and officials of the 
Junkers Airplane Works that the pro- 
posed two-plane flight to America will 
succeed. There are indications that a 
start is planned for Monday.

Leaps Into Water After Gulp- 
ing Acid; Rescued After 


Thirteen Hours. 

Grafton, W. Va., Aug. 5 (A.P.).—Her 
throat burned by acid so that she 
could not cry out, Mrs. Gertrude Janes, 
50, stood in a water well throughout 
the night with only her head above 
water, and this morning was rescued, 
thirteen hours after she had thrown 
herself into the well. 

The woman was said to have swal- 
lowed the acid last night in an attempt 
to end her life. She then went to the 
well and jumped into it, but the water 
was not deep enough to completely im- 
merse her. Nearly voiceless from the 
acid burns, she stood erect, her head 
free, making only gurgling noises in 
her throat.

EGLIPSING EDERLE TIME 


E. H. Temme, 22-Year-Old 
London Giant, Eleventh to 
Enter Hall of Fame. 


MAKES DOGFISH QUIT 


Dever, England, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—The 
prestige. of the tricky English Chanmel, 
shaken when five swimmers conquered 
it last season, received another severe 
jolt today when E H. Temme, a 
22-year-old clerk in a London insur- 
ance office, opened the 1927 season by 
swimming it again. 

Starting from Cape Gris Nez, France, 
at 1:10 o’clock this morning, he came 
ashore in England at Lydden Spout, 
between Dover and Folkestone, at 3:39 
o’clock this afternoon, having swum 
the channel in 14 hours 29 minutes. 
Temme’s feat makes him the eleventh 
successful channel swimmer. His time 
was 2 minutes faster than that made 
by Gertrude Ederle when she set a 
new record just a year ago, tomorrow, 
but since that time Ernst Vierkotter, 
Georges. Michel and Norman Leslie 
Durham have swum the channel in 
faster time than Temme’s 

Temme, a 205-pound giant, 6 feet 
24% inches tall, swam through warm 
water in fairly tranquil weather. He 
used a trudgeon stroke for the iong 
swim and apparently was in no distress 
at any stage He was accompanied by 
the tug Alsace. 

Half way across Temme was joined 
by a giant dogfish which disputed his 
progress but soon gave way before the 
brawny swimmer. During the swim 
Temme was fed chocolate, tea. coffee 
and lemonade.

Six Machine Guns, With 
Place for Turret on 
Supercyclops.. 


THIRD CONSTRUCTED 
BY U. S. IN SECRET 


Fokker Aero, Second of Big 
Aircraft, Taken Out on 
Its First Flight. 


New York, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—The mosi 
formidable air dreadnaught to be con- 
structed in the United States, and pos- 
sibly in the world, has been secretly 
completed for the United States Army 
by the Keystone Aircraft Corporation, 
of Bristol, Pa., it was announced today. 
The craft is said to weigh 16,000 
pounds when fully loaded. 

The giant warrior of the air is" 60 
equipped that it could rock an area 
nearly a mile square with the discharge 
of a single one-ton bomb, said Richard 
Blythe, press representative of the cor- 
poration. Hé announced that the bat- 
tle plane was scheduled to take the 
air for the first time Wednesday, after 
two and a half years dévoted to its 
development. 

The third huge bomber to be secret- 
ly completed for the Army this summer, 
the Keystone craft, called a “super- 
cyclops,” differs from its two predeces- 
sors in that its wings are entirely of 
metal and that it is equipped to carry 
& considerably greater load of explo- 
sives and more machine guns. 

Second Plane Tested. 

The Fokker bombing monoplane, the 
second of the trio to be completed, 
was flown from the Fokker plant at 
Hasbrouck Heights, N. J., to Mitchel 
Field, N. Y.. on its maiden flight today. 
It mounts two machine guns, one in a 
turret in the nose and one amidships in 
the fuselege, and carries a ton of bombs. 

The first of the great air warriors to 
be completed for the Government this 
summer was the Curtiss Condor, a bi- 
plane, as: 1 the supercyclops, which 
recently was tested at Mitchel] Field 
and last week was flown to Wilbur 
Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, for bomb- 
ing tests. The Fokker bomber is sched- 
uled to follow it to Dayton as soon as 
tests at Mitchel Field are completed 

The Super-Cyclops and the Condor 
each bristle with six machine guns, al- 
though the Keystone ship is so built 
that a disappearing turret, carrying 
four more guns, may be installed back 
of the bombroom in her fusclage, giv- 
ing the ships ten guns and a complete 
circle of fire. All three planes are bi- 
motored, the Keystone craft mounting 
two Parkard saa of 550 horsepower 
each. 

The Condor carries 2,400 pounds of 
explosives, while the Super-Cyclops. ts

Wrecked by 


Heavy Bomb 


Flames Follow Terrific Blast That Rips Hole in Side of 
Edifice—Police Find Can of Nitroglycerin 


With Wire Attached. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—A ter- 
rific explosion late tonight wrecked the 
basement of Emanuel Presbyterian 
Church- at Forty-second street and 
Girard avenue, shattered all the win- 
dows in the edifice and threw the 
neighborhood into a turmoil of ex- 
citement. 

Police expressed the belief that a 
bomb had been hurled through a base- 
ment window of the church. 

Fire followed the blast, which c<- 
curred about midnight, but the quick 
response of a number of fire companies 
quickly extinguished the Jlaze. No one 
wer injured. 

A large hole was torn in the side 
wall of the church near the pavement 
and the explosion shook buildings 
within a radius of several blocks. The 


blast was heard throughout West Phila- 
delphia. 

The Rev. Edward S. Bowman, pastor 
of the church, is also a chaplr’n at the 
Eastern State Penitentiary here. He 
was out of the city tonight. Mrs. 
Bowman was unable to offer any ex- 
planation of the explosion. She said 
her husband had no enemies and had 
never discussed radical activities from 
his pulpit. She also said there was 
nu dissension in the church. 

Police found a can of nitroglycerin 
with a long wire attached in the basc- 
ment of the church. They expressed 
the belief that those who threw the 
bomb. had been frightened away before 
they could set off the nitroglycerin.

Yeager, Charged With Em- 
b@zzling Firm’s Money to 
Bet.

POLICE BATTER 4 DOORS 


Loss of thousands of dollars of his 
firm’s money, which caused his arrest 
on charges of embezzlement, yesterday 
resulted in Neil Anderson Yeager swear- 
ing out a warrant which caused a spec- 
tacular raid on an alleged bookmaking 
establishment in which 60 persons were 
arrested. 

The raid was made on the Richmond 
Social Club on the second floor of 1502 
Fourteenth street northwest, after po- 
licemen armed with sledge hammers 
and crowbars had battered down four 
heavy doors. Carroll *®. Nuchols, 
known as “‘Nubby Nuchols,” alleged by 
the police to be the proprietor of the 
“club,” was released on $2,000 bond, 
while the 59 so-called patrons were re- 
leased on $100 bond each as material 
witnesses. 

Yeager, who had been a confidential 
employe of the Washington Electric Co., 
928 I street northwest, was arrested 
Thursday after he had endeavored to 
effect a settlement with the company 
by surrendering all of his available as- 
sets to replace the $9,000 which he is 
charged with embezzling from the firm 
in order to bet on the races. 

Detectives who arrested him ques- 
tioned him closely as to where he had 
disposed of the money, and it is under- 
stood that as a result of this question- 


ing Yeager yesterday swore out the war- 
rf{at against the Fourteenth street es- 
tablishment.

Explosions, Say Police, 
Are Work of Sacco 
sympathizers. 


14 PERSONS INJURED; 
PANIC IN BIG HOTELS 


Damage Above Ground Wide}; 
Shattered Store Fronts 
Attract Thieves.

New York (Saturday), Aug. 6.—Repri- 
sals for the condemnation to death of 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, 
international radicals, shook New York 
City’s very foundations between 11 and 
11:30 o’clock last night. The B. M. T. 
subway station at Twenty-eighth street 
and Broadway was wrecked by a cast 
iron bomb which injured many, one 
probably fatally, at 11:30 p. m. 

Five minutes later the subway sta- 
tion of the I. R. T. at Twenty-elghth 
street and Fourth avenue was torn 
asunder by a similar bomb blast, with 
attendant casualties of many seriously 
hurt. 

So great were these explosions that 
sidewalks were blown into streets and 
windows were shattered for a radius 
of a mile from each of the stations, 
Hundreds were thrown from their beds 
in downtown hotels, persons walking 
on the street or in hotel lobbies were 
thrown down violently by the heavy 
concussion, and subway traffic was 
paralyzed on the lines which transverse 
the wrecked tubes. 


Looters Sack Stores. 


At 1 o’clock this morning there were 
fourteen injured accounted for, one of 
whom is expected to die. First reports 
had two. killed outright. 

Even as the police reserves from all 
downtown stations and firemen of the 
rescue squad were searching in the 
tons of debris in and about the two 
stations, looters went to work in stores 
on the street above whose fronts were 
wrecked. Police made several arrests on 
looting charges, and all but martial law 
prevailed in the bombed areas, 

Every available detective and patrol- 
man was called to duty by Commis- 
sioner Warren, who arrived on the 
scene of the Broadway B. M. T. explo- 
sion 10 minutes after the detonation. 
Special temporary guard units. rushed 
by police and fire department auto- 
mobiles to every subway station in the 
city and may be made permanent. 

A woman, police believed, may have 
been Killed by the B. M. T. station 
explosion. Detectives of the bomb 
squad found a pair of torn and burned 
slippers and fragments of a dress in 
the debris. Nearby was found a black 
metal box, resembling a lunch box, 
and was locked. It measured 8 by 12 
inches, and bomb experts said it was 
probably a part of the infernal ma- 
chine which tore the sides and ceiling 
out of the station, which is situated 
directly below a Corn Exchange Bank 
branch. 


[Injured Man 


When Dr. Reilly, of Bellevue Hos- 
pital, arrived at the B. M. T. station, 
he started to question Peter Maules, 
one of the injured.-He could not talk 
at first and when his speech returned 
.could not explain his being in the vi- 
cinity of the explosion.- Maules was 
arrested after being treated and was 
locked up for further questioning. 

Immediately after Commissioner 
Warren arrived, he went into confer- 
ence with Deputy Police Commissioner 
Muldoon, who was then commanding 
200 detectives and many squads of re- 
serves. 

“I have absolute evidence that this 
is the work of sympathizers of Sacco 
and Vanzetti,” said the deputy com- 
missioner, 

Immediately Commissioner Warren 
ordered every communist and radical 
headquarters and other known hang- 
outs in New York raided by special 
squads. 

Meanwhile, the bomb squad, search- 
ing in the ruins of the B. M. T. sta- 
tion, found eight fragments of what 
apparently was a huge and powerful 
cast iron bomb, of the same sort that 
was found unexploded because of a 
detonator defect in the I. R. T. tube 
under the East River last week. The 
fragments resembled shrapnel and 
were about the size of a man’s hand, 


Panic in Hotels. 


In checking the times of the explo- 
sions, detectives decided that the in- 
fernal machines were placed in the 
two subways by the same men, believed 
to have escaped in a black sedan, iden- 
tfied as seen at both stations about 
the time of the blasts.

_ Opposition from the small navy men 
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and moderate navy men in both houses 
and that the President will give no aid 
to the idea of forcing a race between 
the United States and Great Britain in 
the building of cruisers. The result 
will be that it will be difficult, if not 
_impossible, to enact legislation for a 
large building program. The demands 
for economy with the presidential cam- 
paign and a campaign for control of 
Congress just ahead will tend to ham-

But it is doubtful if Congress will

-it is pointed out that when the replace- 
“ment of obsolete capital ships begins 
four years hence, it may be necessary 
to expend $100,000,000 annually in such 
construction in addition to large sums 
for auxiliary craft. 

Criticism is offered in some quarters 
to the effect that the Government went 
into the Geneva naval conference with- 
out knowing what it was doing and 

“¢specially without finding out just what 
was to be expected from Great Britain. 
‘Officials yesterday denied the justice of 
such criticism. They declared that as 
@ matter of fact there were prolonged 
preliminary conversations between 
“American and British representatives. 
It is said these began many months 
ago and that when the conference was 
called the State Department had reason 
to expect an agreement would be 
reached. The British demands as to 
cruisers at the conference were greater 
than this Government expected and 
greater than it had reason to believe 
would be made by the British. While 
no charge is made here of bad faith 
in the matter, it is strongly denied 
‘that this Government rushed into the 
conference without taking soundings.

MARRIED 3 DAYS, MA 
GOES TO DEATH CHAIR 


Execution of Merra Marks the 
End of Long Legal War 
in New Jersey. 


Trenton, N. J., Aug. 5 (A.P.).—Salva- 
tore Merra was executed in the electric 
chair at the State prison tonight for 
the slaying of Theodore M. Conway, a 
public service paymaster, during an un- 
successful holdup in Newark on June 
4, 1926. 

Only three days ago a few feet from 
the death chamber Merra married Jen- 
nie Tripodi, of Newark. The ceremony 
was performed to legitimatize their 2%4- 
year-old son. 

Merra’s execution ended one of the 
longest lagal battles waged by a con- 
demned man in New Jersey. His coun- 
sel, State Senatotr Alexander Simpson, 
carried the case to the Federal courts, 
contending that a semicolon had been 
omitted in the trial jury’s verdict. 
Merra was tried in conjunction with his 
alleged accomplice, Salvatore Rannelli. 
The official record of the verdict read: 

“We find the defendant, Salvatore 
Merra, gulity of murder in the first de- 
gree and the defendant, Salvatore Ran- 
nelli, guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, and recommend life imprisonment 
at hard labor.” 

Simpson maintained that the verdict 
should have been divided by a semi- 
colon if the recommendation for mercy 
applied only to Rannelli. All efforts to 
obtain a writ of error failed and the 
case finally was taken to United States 
Supreme Court Justice Brandies, at his 
summer home in Chatham, Mass., who 
also refused to issue a writ.

Funeral services for John Gillespie 
Ewing, 60 years old, an assistant attor- 
ney in the Department of Justice for 
the last six years, will be held in St. 
Patrick’s Church at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing.

He died at Georgetown University Hos- 
pital Tuesday. Mr. Ewing was a grand- 
son of Thomas Ewing, Secretary of the 
Treasury under President Henry Harri- 
son and Secretary of the Interior under 
President Taylor.

Postmaster Dies in Fire 


Attempting 


to Save Mail 


James J. Sangster Makes a Futile Effort to Protect 
Trust at Burke, Va., Office; His Charred 
Body Is Found Beside Safe. 


A courageous effort to salvage mail 


and records from flames enveloping the 
general merchandise store of James J. 
Dunn, at Burke, Va., early yesterday 
morning cost the life of James J. 
Sangster, 55 years old, town postmaster 
and justice of the peace. 

The fire razed to the ground the two- 
story building in which the Burke post- 
office was housed, and was only pre- 
vented from spreading to the frame 
structure in which the Dunn and Sang- 
ster families made their homes by the 
arrival of the -Alexandria Fire Depart- 
ment. 

About 4 o’clock yesterday morning 
Mr. Dunn and Postmaster Sangster 
were aroused from their sleep by. the 
former’s wife. The general merchan- 
dise store, a scant 50 feet from the 
Dunn residence, was &@ mass of flames. 

Both men entered the burning build- 
ing at the same time. Sangster hur- 
ried through the. postoffice door, intent 
on saving mail, Stamps and postoffice 
records intrusted to his care, while 
Dunn entered the main entrance of the 
store. Choked by the thick smoke and 
threatened by the fast spreading flames, 
Dunn groped his way out immediately. 
He told Sheriff Harvey Cross he thought 
Sangster had done likewise, and made 
no special effort to look for him on 
leaving the building. 

When the fire had burned itself out, 
Alexandria firemen found the charred 


body of the postmaster beside the post- 
office safe. Nothing was salvaged from 
the smoldering ruins but a partially 
destroyed register, containing records 
of registered mail. 

A widower for many years, the dead 
postmaster leaves a family of four 
children, Margaret, 13 years old; Fran- 
cis, 14; Harold, 15, and George, 17. He 
was the son of the late Judge James 
Sangster, known throughout the 
county, and had been an itixerant 
Methodist preacher. 

Virginia authorities were unable to 
determine tl.e origin of the fire. Sheriff 
Cross expressed the opinion it may 
have been caused by spontaneous com- 
bustion of grain stored on the second 
floor of the building. Together with 
Commonwealth Attorney Wilson Farr, 
he examined the ruins for*any evidence 
of arson. 

The Alexandria Fire Department ar- 
rived on the scene an hour after the 
blaze was discovered, and pumping 
water from historic Pohick Creek, 200 
yards away, confined their efforts largely 
to preventing spread of the flames to 
the adjacent home. It was estimated 
that a loss of $10,000, partly covered by 
insurance, was suffered. 

Officials of the postoffice inspector’s 
office declared they would make no in- 
vestigation into the fire, following an 
official report that the safe was closed 
when recovered from the ashes. 


OBSTACLE TO AIRPORT 
IS REMOVED BY FIRMS 


Two Companies Surrender 
Permits for Dredging to 
U. S. Engineer. 


Another obstacle in the path of the 
establishment of a city airport at 
Gravelly Point was removed yesterday 
when the Smoot Sand & Gravel Co. 
and the Columbia Granite & Dredging 


Co. voluntarily surrendered permits 
which they hold for dredging opera- 
tions off the Virginia side of the Po- 
tomac between Gravelly and Hunter 
points. 

Permits under which the companies 
were operating were good for another 
year and a half, and Maj. Brehon Som- 
ervell, District United States engineer, 
had contemplated recommending rev- 
ocation of the permits in order that 
no additional material would be taken 
from the site of the airport.

for freedom for the two internationally 
known radicals. 

Hill was closeted in his office most 
of the day with a number of men who 
have been identified with the case. 
These included Prof. Felix Frankfur- 
ter, of Harvard; Herbert Ehrmann, as- 
sociate of William G. Thompson, who 
resigned yesterday as counsel for the 
condemned men, and M. E. Muzmanno, 
Pittsburgh attorney, who now is work- 
ing with the Sacco-Vanzetti defense 
committee. 

During the day Attorney Hill called 
in Francis B. Sayre, of the Harvard 
Law School, who remained with him 
the greater part of the afternoon. 
Sayre, son-in-law of the late President 
Wilson, told newspaper men he be- 
lieved legal action would be taken in 
the United States District Court in 
Boston. 


Will Act at Dedham. 


While Attorney Hill remained silent 
on his probable course of action, the 
eefense committee, through Attorney 
Muzmanno, definitely announced that 
counsel for the condemned men would 
go before a justice in the Norfolk Coun- 
ty Superior Criminal Court at Dedham 
tomorrow and ask for a new trial on 
the grounds of newly-discovered evi- 
dence. 

Attorney Muzmanno said that Hill 
was preparing the petition. The alleged 
new evidence is the discovery made in 
the course of Gov. Fuller’s investiga- 
tior of the case, of.an American Ex- 
press Co. receipt for a barrel of live eels. 
The eels were shipped from Boston to 
Vanzetti in- Plymouth on December 20, 
1919, four days before the day of an at- 
tempted holdup in Bridgewater, of 
which he was convicted and sentenced 
to State’s prison for twelve to fifteen 
years. It was the defense committee’s 
contention that the eels were delayed 
in reaching Vanzetti and that on the 
day of the holdup he was marketing 
them in Plymouth. 

The defense offered alibi witnesses 
who testified that they bought eels of 
Vanzetti on the day in question. Similar 
testimony was offered in his later trial 
with Sacco for the Braintree pay roll 
murders, on conviction of which both 
men~-now face the electric chair. How 
the committee hopes to link the ex- 
press receipt with the murder case, was 
not explained in the committee’s state- 
ment. 

Four Courses Open, ° 


It was pointed out by the defense 
committee today that four courses of 
legal procedure remain open, all of 
which involve, customarily, a stay of 
execution. 

The first is the appeal to the Norfolk 
County Court which has been indicated 
for tomorrow. The second would be 
an appeal to the United States District 
Court here for a writ of habeas corpus, 
or writ of error; failing that, an appeal 
to the Federal Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals; and, as a last resort, an appeal 
to a justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

All Federal appeals must be on habeas 
corpus or writ of error proceedings, in- 
asmuch as legislation. passed in 1916 
forbids appeals for a new trial unless 
taken within three months of the entry 
of the decree of which complaint is 
made, 

While the legal aspect of the famous 
case occupied the spotlight of pub- 
licity today, Mrs. Rose Sacco visited her 
husband at the death house, where he 
completed the twentieth day of his 
hunger strike. Admittance of members 
of the defense committee to the death 
house was refused by Warden Willianr 
Hendry, who was highly incensed over 
the publication yesterday of letters 
written by the condemned men in which 
they denounced Gov. Fuller’s course of 
action, The letters|were understood to 


have been carried from the prison by| 


@ committee member who later dis- 
tributed copies to the press. 

Attorney Thompson accompanied Mrs. 
Sacco to the prison, where he indicated 
to newspaper men that although he had 
withdrawn as defense counsel, he would 
give the new attorneys the benefit of 
his long association with the case. 


Great Precautions Taken 


To Guard Hagh Gibson 


Geneva, Switzerland, Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
Special police precautions have been 
taken to protect Hugh 8. Gibson, chief 
American delegate to the tripartite 
naval conference, from any possible dis- 
turbance by Sacco-Vanzetti sympath- 
izers during the remainder of his stay 
here. The American Consulate in 
Geneva is also well-guarded. 

The state of feeling in Geneva con- 
cerning the case can be gauged from 
the fact that the sober and sedate 
Journal De Geneve devotes a column 
and a half of its principal news page 
to dispatches from New York, Milan 
and Paris dealing with the repercussion 
upon Gov. Fuller’s decision. 

The newspaper Genevois, in a first- 
pag eeditorial says: “America is play- 
ing too important a role in the world 
to compromise all nations in this ju- 
dicial aberration. She has not the 
right to strike a fatal blow at the. sen- 
timents of justice of the entire world.”

Sacco Mass Meeting Told 


200 Attend Assembly Addressed ‘we Western ateee. 
Constitution Called Cunning Institution, Devised for ‘ 
Exploitation of the People—Wide Strike Demanded. 


It is not Sacco and Vanzetti who are 


on trial, but American justice and the 
American people who stand before the 
bar of the sentiment of the entire civ- 
ilized world, Western Starr declared at 
a mass meeting last night in the Typo- 
graphical Temple, attended by more 
than 200 persons. 

“Chief Justice Taft and Charles 
Evans Hughes want more respect for 
the law,” he said, “but we can not hope 
to have people respect a law that is 
not respectable. The Constitution is 
the most cunning institution for the 
exploitation of a peopl= ever devised by 
man. If I had said that ten years ago 
I would have been where Sacco and 
Vanzetti are now.” 

The speaker of the evening was Ben 
Thomas, a member of the International 
Association of Machinists and of the 
Central Labor Union of Philadelphia. 
Thomas dwelt for the most part ®n 
class consciousness and declared that 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case should awaken 
class consciousness among the labor- 


ing men. Whenever labor has begun 
to forge to the front, a crime like the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case has been commit- 
ted to throw odium upon the labor 
movement, he declared. He cited the 
Haymarket riot, Eugene Debs, dead 
labor leader, and several other. in- 
stances. Prolonged applause greeted 
the mention of Debs’ name. 

A lone bat flying around the room 
nearly disrupted the meeting until it 
finally found a window and flew away. 

A resolution calling upon the heads 
of the American Federation of Labor to 
call at Nation-wide strike of one day 
in protestation against the decision 
of Gov. Fuller was adopted. Upon the 
motion of Benjamin C. Marsh, presi- 
dent of the People’s Reconstruction 
League, the resolution was adopted to 
read that a copy of it should be pre- 
sented to Gov. Fuller by President 
William Green, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. A collection taken 
up at the end of the meeting to de- 
fray expenses of the Sacco-Vanzetti de- 
fense committee netted $78.

the explosions. Police stations were 
swamped by emergency calls from ex- 
cited guests, many of whom were thrown 
from their beds. Police checks showed 
the explosions were felt distinctly north 
to Forty-second street, south to Four- 
teenth street, west to Eighth avenue 


rand east to Lexington avenue. 


Wild Reports Circulated. 


After-theater crowds swarmed to the 
subway kiosks, which belched forth 
dense volumes of smoke and mortar 


dust. for five minutes or more. Clouds 
of the smoke and mortar dust swept 
through the tubes and issued also from 
kiosks at Twenty-third and Fourth ave- 
nue and at Thirty-third street and 
Fourth avenue, causing reports to be 
sent in to police headquarters and news- 
papers that these stations also had been 
blown up. 

R,. L. Jackson, one of the slightly in- 
jured, gave a graphic account of what 
he experienced in the I. R. T. station 
explosion. 

“I was standing on the downtown 
platform,” he said. “There was one 
man standing directly across from me. 
Without warning there was a terrific 
roar, and all went black. As I was 
hurled to the platform, I saw a big 
flash. I thought it was all over for 
me. When I came to, I was covered 
with bricks and dust and all sorts of 
debris. When I got to my feet, I saw 
that the man on the other side had 
been injured. He was lying prone. flat 
on his face.” 

The man Jackson referred to was 
struck by a piece of flying metal, and 
was taken to the Bellevue Hospital in 
a critical condition. 

The story of the explosion in the 
B. M. T. station was graphically told 
by Oscar Teifer, 28. “I was waiting 
for a southbound train,” he said, “and 
I was walking up and down the plat- 
form. My wife had gone to the rest- 
room, but another woman was standing 
near me. 


Found Wife Unconscious. 


“I did not see any men run from the 
other side of the station, where the 
bomb went off, but before I knew what 
happened, there was a flash, and I was 
flat on my face. It seemed like bricks 
and: mortar would never cease falling 
down on me. I remember breathing 
some of the dust, and trying to get up 
to find my wife, then I lost conscious- 
ness. 

“When I woke up, the station was 
black. Not a light. I groped to the 
restroom and found my wife lying on 
her side, unconscious. I dragged her 
out and then we stumbled into police 
and firemen with flashlights. 

“The police picked up the woman 
who had been beside me.” 

This woman was Margaret Fallon, 31. 
She was taken to a hospital for treat- 
ment for serious lacerations and 
bruises, 

The bomb which wrecked the B. M. 
T. station was placed in the restroom 
of the northbound side, directly under 
the bank building, which was not 
wrecked. 

The exact location of the bomb 
which wrecked the I. R. T. station 
could not be determined, excepting that 
it exploded on the uptown side. 


Policeman in Subway Car 
Wounds Thett Suspect 


New York, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—During 
the confusion following the bombing 
of the I. R. T. subway station late to- 
night a policeman shot and wounded 
@ man believed to have been trying 
to rob passengers on an I. R. T. train. 
The train had pulled into the station 
shortly after the explosion. The pas- 
sengers were in turmoil. A patrolman 
entered to quiet them. He saw thé 
man snatch a woman’s pocketbook and 
run. He called him to stop., When 
the man continued to run the partol- 
man shot him, 


Vanzetti Sister Refused 
| Passage Despite Visa 


Boulogne, France, Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
Luigia Vanzetti,. sister of Bartolomec 
Vanzetti, was not permitted by offi- 
clals of the Holland-America Line to 
go on board the steamer Volendam, 
although her passport had a valid visa, 
the Associated Press was informed at 
the United States Consulate today. 

In explaining the refusal of the 
steamship officials to permit her to 
sail for the United States to visit her 
brother in prison, it was pointed out 
that steamship companies often refuse 
passage, even to those possessing visas 
for their passports, when they have 
reascn to believe that the passengers 
will be refused admittance to the

Radical Organs Denounce 
Gov. Fuller’s Action With

New York, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—A radio 
speech by Norman Thomas, Socialist 
leader, criticizing Gov. Fuller’s decision 
and a meeting of dock workers con- 
ducted by 1. W. W. organizers, featured 
today’s activities in behalf of Sacco and 
Vanzetti. 


Thomas’ speech was broadcast from 
station WSOM, purchased recently by 
Bebs memorial radio fund. 

A resolution demanding the imme-

Only about 100 persons attended the 
meeting. 

Plans by the l. W. W. for an attempt- 
ed tie-up of New York’s water front 
next Tuesday as part of a nation-wide 
protest against the execution of Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, were 
announced by Roger Francezon today. 

Francezon, chairman of the general 
executive board of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, arrived here 
from Chicago yesterday to direct the 
activities of the organization here. 


_—— General Strike Starts. 


Buenos Aires, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—A gen- 
eral strike in protest against the Sacco- 
Vanzetti sentence went into effect to- 
Gay. Nearly all the workers in face 
tories and shops joined the movement. 

Port activities were slow owing t 
the absence of many stevedores, but 
the general aspect of the city appeared 
normal, as banks and commercial es- 
tablishments were not affected. ,The 
chauffeurs are continuing their strike 
begun last week with a view of obtain- 
ing a change in traffic regulations.

L’Oeuvre believes it likely 
the government will authorize the de- 
monstration, inasmuch as the commit- 
tee has announced it will be “peaceful.”

Summerall, Eberle, Lejeune 
and Mascots at Plow 
as Band Plays. 


SPEECHES ARE MADE 
DURING CEREMONIES 


Prediction Is That Resort Near 
Fort Berry Station Will Be 
Among the Best. 


The old war song about, “You’re in 
the Army now, you’re not behind the 
plow,’’ was reversed yesterday when the 
ranking officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps steered a plough through 
the rich soil of a Virginia hilltop about 
four miles from Washington. 

The occasion was the breaking of 
ground for the new Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps Country Club, on a 225- 
acre tract near Fort Berry Station. The 
club, which will have a:‘golf course, a 
polo field, horse show grounds and a 
tennis court, will be ready a year from 
now. 

The ploughing scene was the feature 
of the ceremony. The ploughmen were 
Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall, chief 
of staff of the Army; Rear Admiral Ed- 
ward W. Eberle, chief of naval opera- 
tions, and Maj. Gen. John J. Lejeune, 
commandant of the Marine Corps. As 
they turned up a furrow on the hill 
top, Bill, the Navy goat; Private Pad- 
gett, the Marine bulldog, and the Army 
mule, trotted along behind, while the 
Marine Band blared out a fast-moving 
march, 

Were Born on Farm. 


Both Gen. Summerall and Gen. Le- 
jeune were born on a farm, but no- 
body would ever believe it after their 
ploughing exhibition. The two gen- 
erals and the admiral almost fell down, 
for one thing, and, from a professional 
standpoint, the furrow they made was 
a positive disgrace. But to the camera 
men and the spectators the scene was 
perfect. 

Before the ground was broken, the 
officers and their families gathered in 
front of a platform and heard speakers 
tell of the history of the campaign for 
the club, of the need and advantages 
of the club and of the plans for making 
it a success. 

Former Representative Philip B. 
Campbell, who has a home nearby, de- 
clared that the officers had a chance 
to make the club one of the most beau- 
tiful and famous in the world. 


Club for Three Arms of Service. 


Admiral Eberle echoed this, and 
pointed out that the club would bring 
together the officers of the three arms 
of the service and their families. 

Gen. Summerall promised that he 
would wear knickers and play golf and 
tennis when the club was completed. 
He stressed the importance of outdoor 
exercise and declared that officers in 
Washington have less chance to enjoy 
it than officers in any other station. 

Gen. Lejeune said that the club was 
needed especially by young officers of 
the junior grades, who have no outside 
income. Maj. Gen. Eli Helmick out- 
lined the history of the club, and Col. 
D. S. Stanley made an appeal for more 
members.

GOV. DONANEY APPEALS 
FOR END OF GOAL STRIKE 


Calls for Negotiation and 
Warns Police Authorities to 
Preserve Order. 


UNION ACCEPTS PROPOSAL 


Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
Gov. Donahey today issued a procla- 
mation appealing to Ohio coal miners 
and operators to compromise their dif- 
ferences, calling upon all in police 
authority in the State to “do their full 
duty,” and urging all citizens “‘to lend 
helpful hand and counsel in the hope 
of restoring the coal industry of our 
Commonwealth.” 

The governor during the day received 
from John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, “un- 
qualified acceptance” of the proposal 
that union miners and coal operators 
of the central competitive field meet 
at Toledo August 15 to resume wage 
scale discussions. 

Rice Miller, president of the Illinois 
Coal Operators Association, wrote the 
governor that his association does not 
believe the conference can be as- 
sembled, because important districts 
have now discontinued dealing with the 
union, and that in any event only 
harmful delay would come out of it. 

Later, S. H. Robbins, president of 

the Ohio Coal Operators Association, 
announced, following a meeting of the 
Ohio operators executive committee at 
Cleveland, that Mr. Miller has no au- 
thority to summon the operators of 
the central competitive field for a 
wage conference. Robbins declared, in- 
asmuch as the Miami conference ad- 
journed sine die without agreement, no 
organization exists at present among 
operators in the central competitive 
field. Robbins declared Miller is em- 
powered to speak only for the Illinois 
miners. 
Mr. Robbins declared he had received 
no suggestion from the governor for 
the conference. Robbins declared re- 
cently that it is too late now to discuss 
wages with the union in view of the 
collapse of the Miami parley. 

The various coal fields of the State 
were quieter than at any time for more 
than a week, according to informa- 
tion received by Adjt.

Atlantic City, N. J.. Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
Wage increases ranging from 10 to 25 
per cent were granted glass blowers of 
the country here today at a conference 
of the Glass Blowers Association of the 
United States and Canada and the 
National Glass Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, 

The raise, the first in seven years, 
was granted to bottle workers in gen- 
eral, although the maximum increase 
will be given to workmen who make 
bottles for whisky, brandy, beer and 
wine. 

It was announced that because of the 
new liquor laws in the Province of 
Ontario, Canada, there would be an 
annual increase of business this year 
of a million gross bottles.

ONLY ONE IS UNOPPOSED 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 5 (A.P.).—Fifty- 
seven candidates for Democratic or 
Republican nomination for nine State 
offices tonight placed their cause in 
the hands of the voters. The primary 
election tomorrow will see the elimina- 
tion of all except seventeen of them. 
The eighteenth—W. G. Bell, Democratic 
candidate for superintendent of public 
instruction—was without a contest. 

The Statewide offices to which the 
candidates aspire are governor, lieuten- 
ant governor, secretary of state, attor- 
ney general, auditor, treasurer, super- 
intendent of public instruction and 
clerk of the court of appeals. 

None of the incumbents is seeking 
renomination to the office now held, 
although several are candidates for 
other State offices. 

A free-for-all contest developed in the 
race for railroad commissioner in the 
Second and Third districts and sena- 
torial candidates in the nineteen “odd 
numbered, districts, the First, Third, 
Fifth, &c., and the 100 legislative dis- 
tricts are to be nominated. 

The gubernatorial race overshadowed 
all other races on the eve-of the pri- 
mary. Campaign managers closed a 
bitter campaign with optimistic state- 
ments, each claiming the nomination 
for his candidate by majorities ranging 
from 15,000 to 65,000 votes.

ON WILBUR WRIGHT GRAVE 


Aviation’s Most Famous Son 
Pays Tribute to Pioneer 
of Science. 


RECEPTION AT DAYTON 


Dayton, Ohio, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—Plac- 
ing a wreath on the grave of Wilbur 
Wright, coinventor of the airplane, Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, New York-to- 
Paris flier, today formally paid tribute 
to that pioneer of aviation at a brief 
service in Woodland Cemetery. 

The noted fiier arrived at McCook 
Field at 12:59 p. ia. and the trip to 
the cemetery was made as one of the 
first acts on his form:.] visit here in 
connection with his tour in the in- 
terest of commercial aviation. 


Lindy’s arrival in Dayton from 
Wheeling, W. Va., was one hour ahead 
of schedule, due to the fact that in the 
West Virginia city he thought Dayton 
was using Eastern daylight time. 

Informed that only a few of the com- 
mittee were present and that only a 
small part of the crowd expected had 
arrived, Lindbergh, not wishing to dis-

at the field, took off for Wright Field, 
east of Dayton, where he lunche and 
then shortly before 2 o’clock again 
took off for McCook Field, landing amid 
the cheers of the assembled throng.

constantly nfavorable winds. 
ocean can be crossed in that time.” 

Risticz said: “My faith is as firm 
as the rock of Gibraltar that the ma- 
chine will land me safely in America. 
I haven’t the faintest doubt over the 
outcome of the flight.” 

Although the official record of the 
endurance fiight has not yet been pro- 
claimed by the German Air Council, no 
doubt is felt here that the time will 
be recognized, as well as the distance of 
6,040 kilometers covered (3,753 miles), 
not counting about 850 kilometers cov- 
ered in circling about the Dessau Fly- 
ing Field. The flight broke the dis- 
tance record of 4,400 kilometers held by 
the French flier, Maurice Drouhin, who 
used a Farman biplane. (The distance 
record set by the Chamberlin-Levine 
flight from New York to Germany is 
3,905 miles). 

Prof. Junkers, airplane designer, in- 
terrupted his vacation at Warnmeunde 
to fly to Dessau to witness the finish 
of the endurance flight this morning. 
He was just in time to see the W-33 
make a perfect landing, while an im- 
mense crowd, which had waited for 
hours, frantically cheered the new 
record holders. The professor was too 
moved to speak as he greeted the pilots. 

Messages sent out by the aviators 
during the long flight indicated they 
were in cheerful moods, and just before 
they landed they gave further evidence 
of good humor by dropping part of 
their sandwich supply for the faithful 
gathering which had stood a long vigil 
to welcome them. As they emerged 
from the cockpit of the plane both 
fliers seemed surprisingly fresh and de- 
clared they “would not mind starting 
all over again.” 

Dessau, Germany, Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
The postal authorities at Berlin have 
notified the public that a limited 
quantity of mail will be accepted for a 
contemplated flight of two planes from 
Dessau to the United States. 

Letters weighing up to 20 grams will 
cost 25 marks postage and postcards 12 
marks. The mail must be addressed 
“By Airplane to America,” and will be 
officially stamped “By Junkers Airplane 
W-33.” 

The authorities, however, will assume 
no responsibility for the mail reaching 
America. 

Travemuende, Lubeck, Germany, Aug. 
5 (AP.).—Otto Koennecke, German 
aviator who is planning a transatlan- 
tic flight, received news of the endur- 
ance flight record made by the Junkers 
plane today with stoic imperturbability, 
although the fact that Junkers have 
postponed delivery of a new L-5 motor 
promised for today made him realize 
that he may not reach America first. 

“Good luck to the Junkers pilots,” he 
exclaimed. 

Herman Moll, general manager of the 
Caspar works in one of whose planes 
Koennecke plans to make his transat- 
lantic flight, received news of the rec- 
ord made at Dessau with the exclama- 
tion, “Donner wetter, that’s some 
achievement. Hat’s off to Junkers!” 

All efforts of the Caspars now are 
concentrated on completing installar 
tions in Koennecke’s plane in the hope 
that it is still in the running for the 
honor of first reaching America. “To- 
day’s radio tests show that the telefun- 
ken (wireless) apparatus is functioning 
perfectly, which brings us a big step 
nearer the start,” Koennecke said to- 
night.

EFFORT TO INTIMIDATE 
JUDGES IS HINTED AT 


Bitter Decision Assails the 
Order’s Report; Statements 
Are Called False. 


Indianapolis, Aug 5 (A.P.).—E. 5S. 
Shumaker, superintendent of the In- 
diana Antisaloon League, and Jess E. 
Martin, league attorney, were found 
guilty of contempt by the Indiana Su- 
preme Court today. Both were or- 
dered to appear forthwith for sentence. 


Ethan A. Miles, another worker for the 
dry organization, was found not guilty. 

The three men had been cited for 
contempt by Arthur L. Gilliom, attor- 
ney general, following publication of 
the 1925 report of the league superin- 
tendent. 

The court gave no indication what 
the sentence would be. 

The decision was written by Judge 
David A. Myers. Two other judges 
concurred in the decision and two dis- 
sented. 

The clerk of the court immediately 
began preparation of subpenas for the 
defendants to appear in court tomorrow 
morning. 


Court Votes 5 to 1. 


Gillion requested that Shumaker be 
punished for contempt because of al- 
leged derogatory statements made about 
the Supreme Court in the report. The 


court submitted the case to a group 
of six attorneys, who decided by a vote 
of 5 to 1 that the Antisaloon League 
leader was guilty of contempt as 
charged. 

Reviewing the statements of Shu- 
maker, which were published in pam- 
phlets and in the American Issue, in 
his annual report to the Antisaloon 
League early in 1926, the court said this 
publication contained criticisms of de- 
cisions of the court and veiled threats 
to defeat for reelection certain mem- 
bers of the court designated as “wet.” 

The court continues: “These were well 
calculated to affect the mind of a timid 
judge who might be concerned as to 
his reelection and to influence his de- 
cision improperly in like cases which 
oe pending or which might be later 

e fe 

“According to Shumaker’s idea of the 
Constitution,” the opinion read, “all 
persons guilty of crime are outlaws and 
not therefore entitled to the protection 
of constitutional guarnatees. That is 
the rule announced for this court to 
follow, regardless of its oath to support 
the Federal and State constitutions. For 
a failure of this court to comport it- 
self, the members thereof are referred 
to the fate of one of the present judges 
who was up for reelection in 1924. 
Thus we have an autocratic threat of 
power to be asserted unless this court 
yields its judgment in the administra- 
tion of justice in the particular class 
of cases mentioned so as to coincide 
with the prejudiced theories and notions 
of one whose livelihood is sustained 
apparently by donations from the peo- 
ple obtained either by fair or false 
means.” 


Statements Called False. 


As an ordained clergyman, the court 
contended, Shumaker uses the pulpit 
to arouse people into contributing 
money for the furtherance of the cause 
he represents, and for use in elections 
to elect those persons to office, mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court, who are 
“ae. 

The court continued: 

“He is capitalizing the fact of his 
clergy membership to impress the people 
of the State with the truthfulness and 
fairness of his statements that this 
court, by splitting judicial hairs in li- 
quor cases, holds that the guilty ‘must 
be turned free’ and ‘substantial justice 
has been defeated repeatedly.’ These 
statements are false. 

“It would be monstrous if any polit- 
ical party or any body or association 
of people, having the power to elect or 
defeat Judges, could control or dictate 
decisions of courts.” 

Martin was cited for contempt for his 
participation in ordering publication of 
the report.

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PAN-AMERICAN INQUIRY. 


Sherwell Asserts Need of New 
Loan Policy on Huge 
Investment. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
Football has been substituted for head- 
hunting among some of the Philippine 
Island villages, C. C. Batchelder, of New 
York, former acting secretary of the 
interior of the Philippines, told the In- 
stitute of Politics today. 

Mn Batchelder declared that the sav- 
age tribes find football almost as satis- 
fying as headhunting. Attempts to pro- 
vide Western academic education for 
peoples whose real need is vocational 
and industrial training he denounced as 
“a pernicious influence in the Orient.” 
He condemned efforts to give some of 
the Philippine head-hunting tribes an 
academic education for which they 
were unprepared. He then described 
an attempt by school authorities to 
teach Chaucer to the sons of the head- 
hunters. 

Oriental peoples, he continued, have 
neither the ability nor the desire for 
self government. He declared that the 
withdrawal of America from the Philip- 
pines would result in “government by a 
small oligarchy.” 


Wants Conciliation Board. 


Prof. W. R. Shepherd, of Columbia 
University, today presented to the in- 
stitute a proposal for the creation of 
an “inter-American commission of in- 
quiry and conciliation,” as a part of 
a plan to harmonize Latin-American 


relationships. To this commission 
would be submitted disputes not de- 
terminable by ordinary diplomatic 
agencies. The duties of the commis- 
sion Would be to investigate and rec- 
ommend. The plan further proposed 
a supplementary institute of inter- 
American relationships. 

Of the two possible policies of ab- 
stentation or regulation that might be 
adopted by the United States in deal- 
ing with Latin America, he declared 


the first to be untenable and the sec- 


ond capable of irritating elasticity. 

“As international relationships are 
now constituted,” he said, “absenta- 
tion from Latin-American affairs is 
quite impossible. 

“On the other hand, regulation, the 
policy now in operation, might be car- 
ried to a point where it would involve 
us in difficulties both at home and 
abroad. Most of the Latin-American 
countries are members of the League 
of Nations. As such, they may not 
continue forever in the role of making 
complaints, politely listened to and 
not heeded by their more powerful 
European associates.” 


Georgetown Man Speaks. 

G. Butler Sherwell, economist of 
Georgetown University, stressed the 
need of Latin-American loan policy. 
Pointing out that 45 per cent of foreign 
investments of $12,000,000,000 have 


gone from the United States to Latin 
America. he declared “Latin-American 
securities may be regarded as the safest 
foreign risk available at present.” 

“A policy should be formulated regu- 
lating these international loans as to 
amount, purpose, fictation, monopoly 
rights and the degree of responsibility 
of our Government in protecting its in- 
vestors in Latin America and in its 
development but I believe that in spite 
of the huge amount of loans so far 
granted, we have just begun to enter 
the market.” 

Dr. Joseph S. Davis, a former mem- 
ber of the Dawes commission, lectur- 
ing on international debts, said the 
international annuities to the United 
States of $200,000.00 which after 1950 
will increase to $350,000,000 are mod- 
erate in comparison to Germany’s 
$600,000,000 annuity payable under the 
Dawes plan. These debts do not bulk 
extremely large in relation to budgets, 
national incomes or foreign trade, he 
said. 


Discusses Geneva Failure. 


Failure of the Geneva tripartite naval 
conference will have no effect on the 
world, Sir Arthur Willert, chief of the 


progs section of the British foreign 
office, said today. 

“It is not as if the conference had 
broker up in a row,” Sir Arthur said. 
“We are in the same position today 
that we were before the conference was 
called. Great Britain will go on build- 
ing to meet her needs, irrespective of 
any other nation. You in America can 
do whatever you please. It will make 
no difference to us. 

“We know what our needs are. We 
must have a certain number of fast 
light cruisers to maintain our trade 
routes and our communications be- 
tween the far flung units of our empire 
and as protection against. submarines. 

“If your government wishes to senter 
into a building competition and in- 
crease your income tax accordingly, 
that is your affair. Every schoolboy in 
Great Britain knows how near we were 
ten years ago to having our food supplies 
cut off. We are not going to take an- 
other chance like that.” 


Italian and German Views. 


Count Carlo Sforza, former secretary 
of state for foreign affairs in the Gil- 
— cabinet, gave an Italian view, say- 
ng: 

“Things sometimes appear very ser- 
ious when they happen, but later a 
solution is found. I am not pessimistic 
over the outcome at Geneva.” 

Dr.- Peter Reinhold, former finance 
minister of Genmany in the Luther 
cabinet, said: 

“Germany, being no longer a power 
on the sea after the Versailles Treaty, is 
not directly interested. My personal 
opinion always favored limitation of 
naval armament. I regret that no 
agreement was reached between Amer- 
ica and Great Britain. I hope that an 
agreement will be reached later, and I 
think it will.”

New York, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—Deep in 
the earth under the Woolworth Build- 
ing and under the tread of thousands 
of feet crossing City Hall Plaza to and 
from Manhattan’s drab old postoffice, 
police have met with a death mystery 
of a new type. 

The body of a woman, a bullet wound 
in her right breast, was found this 
morning in the washroom of the Brook- 
lyn-Manhattan City Hall subway sta- 
tion. Police think the shooting occurred 
about four hours before the body was 
found. 

It was first believed the woman killed 
herself, but no pistol was found. An 
attempt had been made to mop up 
blood from the washroom floor. 

Police speculation evolved a picture 
of the murderer waiting, pistol in hand, 
until a subway train roared into the 
station. Then, with its deafening noise 
to muffle his shot, the slayer, if a man, 
shot his victim 

The woman was identified as Mrs 
Emma Weigand, 39 years old, of the 
Bronx. She left home this morning, 
Mrs. Frieda Ahles said, to take her 8- 
year-old daughter to the Manhattan 
Eye and Throat Hospital to have her 
tonsils taken out. ‘Two other children 
were left at home. 

Mrs. Ahles said Mrs. Weigand had 
been living with her since separating 
from her husband three years ago. 

A woman told police she saw a tall 
man running out of the Woolworth 
Building entrance to the subway just 
before the body was found. 

Morgue physicians said one bullet 
entered the body, but police were of 
the opinion that more than one bullet 
had struck the walls of the washroom. 

At the Manhattan Eye and Throat 
Hospital it was said Mrs. Weigand ha‘ 
left her daughter Dorothea there this 
morning. 


Irish Republicans

Dublin, Irish Free State, Aug. 5 


(A.P.).—The party conference called 
this morning by Eamon de Valera, Re- 
publican leader, to consider the drastic 
public safety bill passed by the dail 
yesterday, broke up after ten minutes. 
De Valera announced that discussion 
of the measure would serve no useful 
purpose. 

(The public safety bill, framed shortly 
after the recent assassination of Vice 
President O’Higgins, provides the death 
penalty for persons illegally carrying 
arms. De Valera did not participate. in 
the dcbate on the bill, as he is the 
leader of a group of Republicans elect — 
t the dail who were refused admission 
when they declined to take the oath of 
allegiance to the king.) 


RAIL BROTHERHOOD 
CETS BANK ADVISER 


Group of Financiers, Headed 
by C. H. Huston, Will Assist 
Engineers’ Body. 


Cleveland, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—An argu- 
ment between the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and C. H. Huston, 
New York financier, and a “group of 
nationally krown financiers,” by which 
Huston and his associates assume a 
financial advisorship to the brother- 
hood in the conduct of its banks and 
business enterprises, was announced 
here today by Alvanley Johnston, grand 
chief engineer of the brotherhood. 

Huston was Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce under Secretary Hoover. The 
other members of the group are not 
identified in Johnston’s statement, 
which he refused to amplify. 

The statement says that representa- 
tives of the brotherhood are to meet 
the new financial advisors next week 
at Venice, Fla., where plans for the 
future development of the brotherhood 
real estate holdings there, valued in 
excess of $14,000,000, are to be made. 

The total resources of the brother- 
hood banks and institutions which will 
come under the advisorship agreement 
are more than $100,000,000, the state- 
ment declares. 


Body of Lieut. Harris, 
Killed Feb. 17, Found 


Barnegat City, N. J., Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
The body of Lieut. Willlard O. Harris, 
Army aviator, who, with Lieut@ William 
A. Gray, was lost in a coast storm last 
February, was found near here yester- 
day, it was announced by Coast Guard 
headquarters today. 

The body was lashed to a parachute 
and had become entangled with an iron 
grappling hook, which was partly buried 
in the sand. 

Harris and Gray left Mitchel Field on 
February 17 for Langley Field, Va. 
Their plane was last seen as it passed 
low over a Coast Guard station near 
Forked River that afternoon. A wing 
of the plane and other wreckage later 
was found in the surf.

MARKED POEMS IN ROOM 


Hollywood, Calif., Aug. 4 (A.P.).— 
Finis was written today in a tragedy 
of love grown cold when police appar- 
ently accepted that explanation of the 
deaths from gunshot wounds of Ham- 
ilton W. Mannon, youthful motion 
picture executive, and Betty M. Gott- 
lieb, a striking beauty of 25. 

Slumped down together in the front 
seat of an automobile in a residence 
district, the two were found late liast 
night. Mannon was dead. The girl, 
unconscious and mortally wounded, 
clutched a revolver. 

Film chiefs deplored the death of 
Mannon, only 26 years old and vice 
president of Tec-Art Studios, “who was 
respected and loved,” according to one 
producer. Meanwhile, detectives were 
unable to learn more of the woman, 
who, they believe, shot Mannon and 
then ended her own life. 

Mannon’s business associates said he 
had known the girl about a year and 
& half and recently had tried to sever 
their acquaintanceship. 

Little was known of her in Holly- 
wood. Some of her friends believe her 
real name was Betty Montague and that 
she married a photographer named 
Harry Gottlieb, from whom she had 
separated. She had been employed at 
several photograph galleries as @ reé- 
touch artist. 

In her room at a private home, where 
the mystery of her past was as deep 
as among her close acquaintances, in- 
vestigators found a little book of 
verses. It contained a poem entitled 
“Shadows,” the last of which read: 

“But can’t you find a little good to 
love in me?” followed by an under- 
scored passage from Omar Khayyam, 
as follows: 

“And fear not, lest existence, closing 
your 

“Account and mine, 
the like no more.”

Guards Balk Attempt 
To Slay King of Hejaz 


London, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—Reuters’ cor- 
respondent at Basra, Irak, says an 
abortive plot against the life of Ibin 
Saud, King of the Hejaz, and his son, 
the Emir Saud, is reported by returning 
pilgrims. The chief conspirator is 
alleged to have been the Emir Moham- 
med, the king’s brother. 

It is alleged that the Emir Khalid, 
son of Mohammed, attempted with.a 
number of slaves to enter the Emir 
Saud’s palace at Riyadh, the capital, 
but that they were discovered by 
guards, who opened fire, wounding some 
of the plotters. Both Mohammed and 
his son were arrested. Ten plotters 
were executed.

DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES, 


Democrats generally are delighted with 
President Coolidge’s announcement that he will 
not run in 1928. ‘They feel that any other 
Republican would be easier to defeat, and they 
earnestly hope that the Republican national 
convention will not overrule Mr, Coolidge and 
draft him for the race. 

Although Gov. Smith of New York is seem- 
ingly far in the lead on the Democratic side, 
appearances may be deceptive. This is a 
National contest. There are Democrats of 
much broader experience than Goy. Smith in 
national affairs, and some of them have other 
elements of strength that are apt to attract the 
attention of Democrats who are trying to avoid 
a convention deadlock by picking out an ac- 
ceptable candidate now. 

Experience has taught politicians that the 
leading candidates in a convention are in a 
dangerous position, because other candidates 
concentrate their fire upon them. Champ 
Clark, William G. McAdoo and ‘Al’ Smith 


Jf himself are recent examples. 


Senator James A. Reed, of Missouri, at- 
tracted to himself the limelight that is sup- 
posed to enhance a candidate’s chances when 
he developed the “slush fund” inquiry and 
directed heavy batteries against Republican 
campaign methods. The failure to extend the 
life of his committee shut off this flerce glare 
of publicity and valuable time was lost. No 
doubt, Senator Reed will make up for lost, time 
when the Senate reconvenes. 

But Senator Reed has a deadly rival in the 
person of Senator Walsh, of Montana, who is 
as expert in developing senatorial inquiries as 
anybody. He was presiding officer at the last 
national convention and performed his duties 
with conspicuous ability and impartiality. In 
the closing days of the last session he offered 
a resolution providing for an inquiry into the 
public service corporations of the United 
States. Probably he intends to press for 
adoption of that resolution. He would become 
chairma of the investigating committee, 
Whether he were planning to divert the lime- 
light from Senator Reed or not, he would 
prosecute the inquiry with his usual vigor and 
thoroughness, and the limelight would flash in 
spite of him. The broad scope of the proposed 
inquiry and the controversies that would arise 
from it might easily hold the attention of the 
country during the psychological weeks before 
the holding of the next convention. 

Senator Carter Glass, of Virginia, is re- 
garded by Democrats in many States as an 
available candidate. His qualifications are not 
disputed. Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, as 
leader of his party in the Senate, has displayed 
splendid qualities and won without effort the 
enthusiastic admiration of Democrats through- 
out the country. 

There will be no lack of good material with 
which to frame a ticket in opposition to any 
that may be set up by the Republican conven- 
tion. If the Democratic party can develop 
teamwork in the all-important session that 
approaches and then unite harmoniously in the 
choice of a ticket it will enter the campaign 
of 1928 with its ancient strength unimpaired 
and its veteran courage undaunted, 


A FUTURE METROPOLIS. 


An expedition has set out for the far: North 
which will endeavor to reach a decision upon 
@ question of vital importance to two Canadian 
communities. The Canadian minister of rail- 
ways, Charles Dunning, and an eminent Brit- 
ish engineer, Frederick Palmer, who is an ex- 
pert on harbors, head the party. 

Several years ago the project of a railway to 
the west coast of Hudson Bay was decided upon, 
and work of construction was begun north- 
ward from Winnipeg. The surveyors decided 
upon Port Nelson as the northern terminus of 
the line and several million dollars have been 
expended in dredging and otherwise improving 
the harbor there, with the object of providing 
adequate facilities for transatlantic shipping, 
which is expected, upon the completion of the 
road, to make direct connection with the great 
grain fields of the western Canadian provinces, 

- But Port Nelson, in spite of the fact that so 

much money has already been expended on its 
harbor, has a rival in Port Churchill, which 
lies about 150 miles to the northwest. It is 
the purpose of the expedition to determine 
which of the rivals shall become the metropolis 
of the far North. 

When the character and extent of the pop- 
ulation of the rival “‘towns’’ is known, aston- 
ishment might be created over the reports of 
this rivalry, which is so hot that to bring peace 
the Dunning expedition is traveling by canoe 
several hundred miles to make a personal sur- 
vey. The west coast of Hudson Bay is about 
1,400 miles in extent, and there are fewer than 
50 white people along the whole stretch,

eight white people within the “city limits.” 
Five of these are on the staff of the proposed 
'  yailway, and the other three consist of a

The rival community of Port Churchill, ac- 
cording to the latest census, is inhabited by a 
white missionary and his wife and two em- 
ployes of the Hudson Bay Co., four in all. 

Small as these places are, the opening of 
rail communication with the rich agricultural 
sections of Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Assina- 
boia will serve to build up the terminal into 
an important commercial port through which 
will flow during many months of each future 
year millions of bushels of grain. It is be- 
lieved that this grain can be put down in the 
markets of Europe at a fraction of the cost 
of such transportation through St. Lawrence 
or Atlantic ports. 


PROFITING BY OUR PROSPERITY. 


Figures as interesting to some of our for- 
eign neighbors as to the United States were 
revealed by Dr. Julius Klein, of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, in the course of an address 
in Paris. The American tourist, according to 
this authority, is spending $65,000,000 each 
year away from his home. France gets the 
major portion of the total, estimated at $250,- 
000,000. The peripatetic Yankee is, therefore, 
leaving behind annually in that one country 
alone a sum equal to 6 per cent upon a cap- 
ital of $4,000,000,000; an item certainly not 
to be overlooked by those industries which 
cater to the traveler. 

Nor is this all. Imports from the ten great 
European countries into the United States 
have increased 362 per cent since the out- 
break of the war, according to Dr. Klein, Dur- 
ing a like period the total exports of the same 
countries to the rest of the world have shown 
a gain of only 87 percent. The nations of Eu- 
rope have no better customer than America. 

American exports to Europe have also shown 
a gain, but increased business on the part of 
this country among other nations has not, Dr. 
Klein said, been built upon the ‘‘ashes of the 
war.’”’ Manufacturers and producers in the 
United States have sent to other lands goods 
which the latter have never bought before. The 
new things of the world are carrying American 
foreign trade forward, and chief among these 
is the motion picture. 

Both +-the money that Americans spent 
abroad and the money they paid out at home 
for imported products may be traced to the in- 
creased prosperity of the United States. Mass 
consumption, whether for the luxuries of trav- 
el or the necessities of comfort at home, was 
credited by the government expert with being 
the source of prospérity, as distinguished from 
the prevalent theory abroad that American ad- 
vance is due to mass production. The pros- 
perity of the United States can not be con- 
fined within the borders of this Nation. It is 
reflected wherever Americans go, and even in 
those places that do not see the tourist but 
cater to the needs of those citizens of the 
United States who remain at home. Lack of 
material welfare in this country would be a 
sad blow to the whole globe. 


ALABAMA MAKES GOOD. 


Alabama has found a way to check the flog- 
ging outrages within its borders. Sentence of 
eight years’ imprisonment upon the first of 
several defendants in the Oneonta case has, it 
is reported, “staggered” masked bands in that 
State. Public officials in Alabama have been 
accused more than once of being under the 
domination of the Ku Klux Klan. Because of 
this, it was not thought that convictions could 
be obtained, nor any real punishment inflicted 
upon the guilty individuals. When it began to 
look as if the officials were in earnest threats 
were made in an effort to block justice. 

Much credit for the new viewpoint of those 
in authority in Alabama belongs to some of 
the larger papers in the State. They have de- 
manded editorially that an end be put to the 
outrages. Public officials have ‘een addressed 
with pertinent but embarrassing questions 
which they could answer only through the 
strict observance of their oaths. Now that 
Alabama has refused to take mob terrorism as 
a matter of course, progress may be made 
throughout the South toward the removal of 
similar stains. 


OIL CONTROL BY LAW. 


President Coolidge spoke on oil as well as 
politics on Tuesday. Prior to the announce- 
ment of his attitude toward 1928, the Presi- 
dent expressed his approval of a plan which 
would bring about oil conservation. He hopes 
that the oil conservation board, composed of 
four members /of his Cabinet, will be able to 
recommend some plan of stabilization to Con- 
gress. The barrier created by the antitrust 
law is the only one that he believes must be 
overcome. 

The matter is indeed one of public welfare. 
Overproduction continues in the American 
fields, An ofl war of international proportions 
is threatened because of rivalry in Soviet terri- 
tory. Despite protestations, the desire of the 
operators appears to be to get all of the oil 
possible out of the ground, regardless of mar- 
kets and storage facilities. Public benefit in 
the presént situation is hard to determine. 
There has been no general or steady decline in 
the price of petroleum products. Crude oil is 
running to waste in the producing fields. Sci- 
entists talk of an approaching shortage. If the 
supply is approaching exhaustion, wastage now 
is nothing short of criminal. 

With these factors in mind the President’s 
agents would do well to consider seriously the 
possibilities of legal conservation. Strong ac- 
tion may be required, but the public. will 
appreciate its necessity. It should be enough 
for the executive branch of the Government to 
show the means by which conservation may be 
brought about. The public interest in following 
such a course is so manifest that there ought 
to be no hesitancy on the part of Congress in 
putting it into practice. 


SHIP TO SHORE MAIL. 


The feat of Clarence D. Chamberlin in 
launching his plane from the superstructure 
on the Leviathan for the purpose of bringing 
greetings from passengers to friends on shore 
is not likely to be followed, it seems, by the 
immediate establishment of a “ship. to shore” 
service. There are many problems to be worked 
out before the service can be established. 

Assistant Postmaster General Glover calls 
attention to the fact that before such a service 


can be made general it will be necessary to - 
 Gaeene first of all upon the type of planes to 


wide enough to permit landing in stormy 
weather. If seaplanes are used, and the prefer- 
ence of the department is for that type, a diffi- 
cult problem will arise in hoisting them on 
board ship in heavy seas. 

Attention is also directed to the fact that 
the foreign mails carried on the liners fre- 
quently weigh as much as several thousand 
pounds, and it is obviously impossible to bring 
all transatlantic letters ashore by this means. 

Also, if there is to be preference in the 
matter of such deliveries, it is likewise obvious 
that an additional charge must be made for 
the postage on such preferred letters and 
packages. No such change in rates can be put 
into force without international agreement. 
But the International Bureau of the Universal 
Postal Union will convene at The Hague on 
September 1 for the purpose of discussing in- 
ternational postage affairs. It is likely that the 
matter of rates for such expedited mails as 
that connected with the “ship to shore” service 


by airplane will be given consideration. 


‘BOLIVIA'S BIRTHDAY. 


Today marks the 102d anniversary of the 
date on which Bolivia became independent. 
Third largest country on the South American 
continent, Bolivia looks with pride upon its 


accomplishments and with faith to the future. 
Possessing evidences of a civilization as old 
as any of which this continent boasts, the 
Southern republic has been ambitious to keep 
pace with its neighbors and the rest of the 
world. Its natural advantages are being 
developed. Outside capital has been welcomed 
and rewarded. The national debt is low and 
credit high. ’ 

There are many indications of the pregress 
that Bolivia has made. Agrarian reform is 
under way, with the advice and assistance of 
an American expert. Railway and road build- 
ing programs are rapidly connecting up the 
entire nation. Aviation has been developed. 
Five established commercial airways not only 
connect: portions of Bolivia, but link that 
country with Argentina; The altitude that 
must be reached in crossing the Andes is 
16,000 feet, and the fact that this is done with 
regularity and safety testifies to the aerial skill 
the nation has developed. Six radio stations 
serve as an additional contact between Bolivia 
and the outside world. 

Friends of Bolivia say that the period of real 
development has just begun. New loans, which 
have been floated in the United States, are to 
be devoted to additional improvements, and 
Dr. Hernando Siles, president, has pledged his 
administration to betterment of Bolivia’s in- 
ternal conditions and its relations with the 
other nations of the earth. The natural inter- 
est of the United States in the welfare of its 
neighbors on this hemisphere causes it to look 
with satisfaction upon Bolivia’s progress. 


ARE MUSICIANS LABORERS? 


Theodore G, Risley, solicitor of the Depart- 
ment of Labor, must decide whether a mu- 
sician is a laborer or an artist, within the 
meaning of the law. The American Federation 


of Labor has protested the importation of a 
foreign orchestra by a Washington hotel. If 
the men are laborers, the federation contends 
they are ineligible for entry into this country 
under the contract labor clause of the immi- 
gration act. If they are artists, they have 
every legal right to remain in the United 
States. 

Much, it seems, will depend upon the mood 
of Mr. Risley when he makes his decision. The 
musicians in question are members of a "jazz’ 
orchestra, and there are times when this form 
of harmony and syncopation does not appeal. 
There are persons who insist that modern 
dance music is a form of noise, barbaric in its 
origin, and not akin to music in the slightest 
degree. Yet it is only mecessary to visit any 
public dancing place to discover that there are 
thousands of persons who believe that music 
in the form of “‘jazz’”’ is an art of the rarer Sort. 

The moot question is whether ‘“‘jazz’’ mu- 
sicians are possessed of genius. Those who 
attack the entry of the orchestra in question 
are willing to acknowledge that musicians may 
be artists, provided they are touched by 
genius. The world has attempted for centuries 
to define the word without success. Mr. Risley 
will do the lexicographers a favor if he can ar- 
rive at a definite and acceptable definition. If 
he seeks expert testimony he may find plenty 
of it, and the dancing youths of today will vote 
solidly that there is genius in “‘jazz,’’ correctly 
played. 


HEAVY GAS TAXES. 


The theory of the gasoline tax has spread 
until now there are only two States that do not 
use this means of raising revenue. The prac- 
tice was inaugurated in 1919, when three 


States adopted it. Most of the money so col- 
lected has been invested in the improvement of 
roads, and under this policy there can be no 
complaint on the part of taxpayers, provided 
the rate of tax remains within reason. 
Several States have already made the tax 
upon a gallon of gasoline as high as 5 cents. 
At the normal price per gallon this means that 
automobile owners and users are paying a tax 
of more than 25 per cent. That the tax is paid 
in small amounts and over a long period of 
time does not lessen its‘immensity. Nowhere 
except in the higher brackets of the income 
surtax is any such rate in operation. 
Automobile owners are as yet unorganized. 


‘Many States have not only found it easy to 


place an initial tax upon gasoline but to in- 
crease the amount. Collection of the revenue 
so gathered does not call for expensive ma- 
chinery. The tax is paid by the distributors 
and passed on to the general public. All of 
these factors create a condition which may 
easily lead to an abuse of the taxing power 
vested in the legislatures. The automobile 
industry and owners of motor cars should not 
be bled white because they provide an easy 
source of revenue. ©

BABIES MUST

HAVE ICE ON HOT 


DAYS. 


HE babies must have ice in hot 
weather. They need it for their 
food; they need it for their bodies. 
The people who think the other way 
about it may ask, how did the babies of 
the early days get along without ice? 
One answer is that things are differ- 
ent how. In the early days the cow 
and the baby lived on the same lot. 
From the stable to the house was only 
a few steps. In that day they some- 
times kept a cow up for the baby’s 
use, and she milk was given the baby 
while it was still warm. In that day 
there was almost a fetish as to the 
value of feeding milk or blood to hu- 
man beings while the animal heat was 
still in it, the theory being that there 
was electricity or mysterious virtue in 
the animal heat itself. We know now 
that the virtue lay in the fact that the 
method gave germs no time to contam- 
inate and multiply. Even when animal- 
heat milk was not fed to the baby, the 
lacteal fluid made use of was never 
more than twelve hours old, and it 
was usually considerably younger than 
that. 


Now the baby gets milk that is never 
less than 24 hours old, and it is usually 
several times that age (the reference 
is to city and town conditions). This 
milk has traveled 100 or more miles, 
and been batted around promiscuously. 
After it gets into the house where the 
baby is, it must wrestle with bacteria 
for 24 to 72 hours Many of these 
bacteria are harmless. But, on the 
other hand, many of them cause 
changes in the chemistry of the milk 
which may be minor to an adult, but 
which, to a baby, are major. They can 
at least cause simple diarrheas and 
these in turn can result in malnutri- 
tion or in certain infections.

H. M. writes: Please give me some 
information about low specific gravity 
of urine. What is the cause, and is 
there a cure for it? I had one kidney 
removed two years ago for tuberculosis. 

REPLY. 

There are many causes of low specific 
gravity urine. Among them are nerv- 
ousness, drinking too much water, some 
tumors in the head, too much pressure 
in the fluid in the spinal canal and 
some conditions of the kidney. If your 
physician finds no tubercle bacilli in 
the urine, no pus, and no other evi- 
dence of kidney disease it is probable 
that you have no cause for anxiety. It 
is easily possible that worry about your 
kidneys is the cause of your symptoms."

My answer slip reads as follows: 


To the first trick West should lead 
the Four of Clubs; North (Dummy) 
should play the Ten of Clubs; East 
should play the Six of Clubs; South 
(Closed Hand) should play the Ace of 
Clubs. 


That West should open with the 
fourth best card of his only long suit 
is obvious; but the play of moment on 


this trick is the overtaking by South 
of a trick already won by North, mak- 
ing an adverse King the commanding 
card which otherwise it would not be. 

When a Declarer first sees Dummy’s 
cards he should plan his campaign, 
count the assured tricks, and see how 
many more he needs. In this hand, be- 
fore playing from the Closed Hand to 
the first trick, Declarer can see that he 
surely can take two Spades, two Hearts 
and two Clubs, and that he can not 
take another trick in these suits. So to 
make game, three Diamond tricks are 
necessary; four can be won if Dummy’s 
Diamonds can be run. It will be easy 
to ‘run Dummy’s Diamonds if the ad- 
verse Ace of Diamonds be played on 
the first or second round; but if the 
adversary with the Ace of Diamonds 
has two other cards of that suit, he will 
not play the Ace until the third round, 
trying to shut out Dummy’s long Dia- 
monds. In the above hand this would 
be accomplished if Dummy were not 
provided with a side entry, and that 
entry can be obtained only in the Spade 
suit. By overtaking Dummy’s first 
trick (and not otherwise), a Spade trick 
in Dummy is assured and Dummy will 
take four Diamonds, making four-odd 
for Declarer who otherwise would 
make but two-odd.

senior members of the units. 


Law Authorizes Pay. 


Aware of the fact that officers of se- 
lected ships must have opportunity to 
acquire this knowledge without inter- 
ference. with routine duties or vessel 
movements, the Navy is prepared to of- 
fer a course filling requirmeents and 
forming a satisfactory substitute for 
drills and cruises on war vessels. 

Under the plan, when a vessel is des- 
ignated a reserve unit and has a master 
and at least 50 per cent of its officers 
enrolled, it will be permitted by law to 
fiy a naval reserve flag. 

While funds are not appropriated for 
compensation of officers of this re- 
serve, the law authorizing its creation 
provides that in peace time officers and 
enlisted men of the Merchant Marine 
Nava! Reserve shall be paid per annum, 
under such regulations as the Secretary 
of the Navy may prescribe, at a rate of 
not exceeding one month’s pay of their 
corresponding grades, rank or ratings 
in the regular Navy. 

This pay will be additional to any 
they are entitled to for training duty 
if funds are made available by Con- 
gress. No funds can be available, how- 
ever, until July 41, 1929. 

The department intends to allow of- 
ficers of this reserve maximum compen- 
sation provided by law, which will be, 
when appropriations are available, at 
the rate of $250 for Heutenant com- 
mander, $200 for lieutenant, $166.50, 
lieutenant (junior grade), and $125, 
ensign. 


Benefits Are Noted. 


Ship owners and their representatives 
will be made to understand that they 
and their vessels’ personnel are looked 
on as an integral part of the national 
defense and that the Navy is willing to 
take them into its confidence and con- 
sult them regarding delegation of ves- 
sels and training of personnel. They 
will be assured that in no circumstance 
in peace time will the control of their 
property and personnel be encroached 
on or interfered with. 

They will be asked to furnish all in- 
formation they have concerning offi- 
cers eligible for appointment and will 
be requested to recommend for and 
against appointment of any under con- 
sideration. 

To simplify problems of administra- 
tion, appointments or training of per- 
sonnel concerned will be directed 
through district commandants in which 
vessels have home ports. 

Officers and owners of the vessels 
will be benefited, it was explained, by 
receiving pay, assurance of retention in 
positions in time of war, and by knowl- 
edge that their vessels will be operated 
by personnel accustomed to them, con- 


sequently being returned in good con- 
dition. 


Germans Seek to End 
Glycol Trade War 


Frankfort, Germany, Aug. 5 (A.P.).— 
The Frankfurter Zeitung today says 
that an important feature of the dis- 
cussion between Walter Teagle, presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, and officials of the German dye 
trust concerns the increasing of the 
latter’s production of glycol, which has 
become a sharp competitor of glycerin 
in the manufacture of explosives in 
America. Moreover, as glycol can not 
be frozen, it is useful in the motoring 
trade and in photography, ceramics 
and pharmaceutics. ! 

It is explained, the paper continues, 
that American glycerin plants already 
have begun reducing prices to meet the 
competition of glycol.

Representatives of Senator-elect 
William S. Vare, Republican, and his 
Democratic opponent, William B. Wil- 
son, joined forces yesterday in an effort 
to save from destruction the ballots 
cast outside of Philadelphia, Allegheny 
and Delaware counties in the Pennsyl- 
vania senatorial election last November. 

They agreed that David S. Barry, 
Senate sergeant at arms, should write 
| to the judges of the counties request- 
|ing them to impound the ballots so 
| they will not be destroyed when elec- 
| tion officials clean out the ballot boxes 
in preparation for the State primary 
to be held September 20. 

Counsel for both Vare and Wilson 
will indorse Barry’s letter and in addi- 
tion they will draw up for each county 
judge a formal order for impounding 
the ballots, thus saving the judges that 
much labor. 

Besides this, Barry will write to the 
commissioners of each county, who 
generally are the custodians of the bal- 
lots for the courts, asking their co- 
operation in the effort to preserve all 
the ballots cast in the State for use 
by the Senate in passing upon the 
the formal petition of contest which 
Wilson has brought for the seat to 
which Vare has been declared elected. 

George F. Holmes, president of the 
State Association of County Commis- 
sioners, also will address a letter to the 
commissioners requesting their cooper- 
ation. 

This method of seeking the ballots 
for Senate use was decided on after it 
had become clear that Senate funds for 
obtaining the ballots immediately cou!d 
not be made available, as the Senate 
privileges and elections committee spe- 
cifically was limited in dealing with 
this case to the life of the Sixty-ninth 
Congress, which expired last March.

ning mate of Theodore Roosevelt on 
the Bull Moose ticket in 1912. Four 
year later his lukewarm attitude at 
the time of the visit of Charles E. 
Hughes, then the Republican presi- 
dential nominee, to California was 
credited with being an important fac- 
tor in the ‘failure of Hughes to carry 
Pacific Coat States. Ii: 1920 he entered 
the Republican convention with more 
pledged delegates than Warren, G. 
Harding, who finally won the nomina- 
tion. Senator Johnson has been at 
odds with President Coolidge and re- 
mained inactive in the 1924 campaign. 

Although Hoover has not been re- 
garded as a politician, some signifi- 
cance has been attached to the manner 
in which he has reestablished his resi- 
dence in California during the last 
few years. When »rought back to 
this country from Europe by President 
Wilson to serve as food administrator 
during the war, Hoover was credited 
with having abandoned not only his 
residence in California but in the 
United States as well. 

After retiring from his war and post- 
war activities, Hoover maintained an 
office in New York City. Later on, 
after entering the cabinet of Presi- 
dent Harding, he established a home in 
Palo Alto, Calif.. which was his col- 
lege town, and has returned there 
regularly each summer for a several 
weeks’ visit. He is there at present. 
His position now is such that his pol- 
itical opponents can not question his 
'right to become a California favorite 
son candidate for President. 

Friends of Hoover, although con- 
ceding that Frank O. Lowden has the 
best chance of capturing the delega- 
tion from purely agricultural States in 
the West, believe that a number of the 
far western States are likely to be 
found in the Hoover column. Besides 
California they count among the pos- 
sibilities Washington, Colorado, Utah, 
Montana and Kansas.

Clements Revives Claim of $70,000 for Part 
in Wills Match, but Rickard Brands 
Action as “Publicity.” 


HICAGO, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—The same

Traffic arrests and accidents were 
fewer last July than in July a year 
ago and the number of arrests for all 
offenses is running about the same this 
year as in 1926, according to the 
monthly summary made public yester- 
day by the Police Department. 

Five persons were killed in traffic 
accidents, an increase of one over July, 
1926, but there were only 351 accidents 
as compared with 573. Persons in- 
jured by vehicles numbered 195 last 
month. There was only property dam- 
age in 181 instances. 

The arrests for the month were 7,758, 
of which 2,818, or 37 per cent, the usual 
proportion, were for traffic violations, 
nearly all of them minor, 747 of them 
being for parking violations, 411 for 
driving in excess of the speed limit, 249 
for violating headlight regulations, 229 
for driving without permits, and 207 
for disobeying “stop” and similar signs. 

There were 453 arrests for Volstead 
act violations and 1,069 for infractions 
of the Sheppard law. Nearly 2,000 gal- 
lons of liquor, 5 stills and 39 motor 
vehicles were seized in raids.

Cites Series of Incidents of 
Negro’s Participation in 
U. S$. Development. 


ARLINGTON VISIT TODAY 


The final evening session of the 
thirty-first annual convention of the 
Northeastern Federation of Colored 
Women’s Clubs was adressed last night 
by Ernest H. Daniel, who was intro- 
duced by Mrs. M. Madre Marshall. He 
cited a long series of incidents of the 
negro’s participation in the develop- 
ment of America and urged women of 
the federation to add to their organli- 
zation an effective propadanda through 
all avenues of publicity, that the en- 
tire public might be in possession of 
such historical data as he had pre- 
sented. 

Bishop I. N. Ross, of the African 
Methdoist Episcopal Church, brought 
greeting from Mrs. Ross, founder of 
the local club federation, who has been 
confined to her home by reason of ill- 
ness. He took occasion to score roundly 
a double standard of morals for men 
and women. 

Health and hygiene, the big brother 
and big sister movement in Northern 
cities, were discussed by Laura Bell 
McCoy, of New Haven. Dr, Adena’ C. 
Minott, of New York, head of the de- 
partment on suppression of lynching, 
demonstrated activities of the depart- 
ment during the past year. Her report 
indicated that the pulpit, white and 
colored, was the social agency, least 
interested in active wrok for suppres- 


sion of lynching in America.
